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DETAILED ACTION 

This Application has been examined. The original claims 1-22 are pending. The 
examination results are as following. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 , The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

In claim 1, lines 3-5, the "a thin film transistor having first and second conductive 
regions" is not supported in the specification. 

In claim 2, line 3 "a first thin film transistor having a first conductive region", in claim 2, 
line 6, "a second thin film transistor having a third conductive region", in claim 2, lines 8-10, "a 
second conductive region of the first thin film transistor, and a fourth conductive region 
connected to the said EL" are not supported in the specification. 

In claim 3, line 3, "a thin film transistor having first and second conductive regions" is 
not supported in the specification. 

In claim 8, line 5, "a first thin film transistor having a first conductive region", in claim 8, 
line 8, "a second thin film transistor having a third conductive region", in claim 8, lines 10-12, "a 
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second conductive region of said first thin film transistor, and fourth conductive region 
connected to said EL element" are not supported in the specification. 

In claim 12, line 5, "a first thin film transistor having a first conductive region", in claim 
12, line 8, "a second thin film transistor having a third conductive region", in claim 12, lines 10- 
12, "a second conductive region of the first thin film transistor, and a fourth conductive region 
connected to said EL element" are not supported in the specification. 

In claim 15, lines 5-6, "a thin film transistor having first and second conductive regions" 
is not supported in the specification. 

In claim 19, line 5, "a first thin film transistor having a first conductive region", in claim 
19, line 8, "a second thin film transistor having a third conductive region", in claim 19, lines 10- 
12, "a second conductive region of said first thin film transistor, and a fourth conductive region 
connected to said EL element" are not supported in the specification. 

The specification does mention "semiconductor layers are exposed at the bottom of a 
contact hole CI for data line DL and the active layer of the first TFT 1, a contact hole C2 for the 
power source lineVL and active layer of the second TFT 4.. .as a barrier layer" on page 15, lines 
5-17; however, there is no mention of the above items. Therefore, "semiconductor layers" and 
"contact hole" do not support "a first thin film transistor having a first conductive region", "a 
second thin film transistor having a third conductive region", "a second conductive region of said 
first thin film transistor, and a fourth conductive region connected to said EL element" in the 
claims 1-3, 8, 12, 15 and 19.
